Since having been graduated from the University of Michigan 
Architectural School fifteen years ago, Mr. Pollman has been active 
in development work on radiant heating, solar principles and, in 
general, new products to better the livability and convenience of 
new homes. One of his inventions is a sealed metal fixed sash window 
that ventilates, yet keeps heat loss and condensation to a minimum. 
Other inventions include a concealed four point hinge which permits 
a door to move outward before pivoting; and a Solarmeter, which 
calculates the angles of the sun at any point on the earth and at any 
time of the year. This instrument is a great aid in helping the layman 
know about solar principles in home design. 

His practical approach to home design and Convenient Living 
is conditioned also by his four children and a wife who likes to be 
her own homemaker with the minimum of outside help. 

It will be interesting to watch the career of this enterprising 
pioneer in the field of homes; and as this book goes to press, material 
for Mr. Pollman's next book is already being assembled.
